At the pep rally the night preceding the Valpo game the whole stu- 
dent body did a terrific job in getting the team into the frame of mind 
they needed to go up to ValpO f and play the brand of ball they did 
against the Crusaders. Valpo didn’t know it, but by 9 p.m., Oct. 5, they 
had no more chance of beating us than did St. Mary of the Woods. It 
was a fine display of the type of school spirit we have here at St. 
Joe. (Valpo had 31 students at their pep rally before the St. Joe game.) 

A few minutes before the start of the Valpo game Coach Em Bauer 
of the Crdsaders remarked to our athletic director Fr, Shea that “it 
would either be a very close game or else Valpo would run away with 
it.” But it was not a very close game. Therefore .. . . Valpo took the 
worst beating ever handed her by a St. Joe eleven, 35-0. In fact, it was 
the worst beating ever handed a Bauer-coached team. And Mr. Bauer 
can look forward to meeting practically the same team next year. 
Pleasant dreams, coach. 

Bob Hamman, one of the finest scat backs in St. Joe history is out 
for the remainder of the season dCie to the knee injury he received in 
the DePauw game. Coach Jauron had this to say about Hamman’s in- 
jury: “Hamman’s loss is a severe blow to our ball club. He was the 
number one player on this team and in my opinion he could make any 
college ball club in the United States.” Fine words of praise for a 
fine h alfback. 

Not all gridiron victories are scored on the field. We won a big one 
on Oct. 3 when the school^ of , the I.C.C. voted 5-2 to allow St. Joe 
gridders Art Kurek and Ray Shuhet to participate in varsity competi- 
tion this season. Both boys are from Hamilton, Canada, where they 
attended a five year high school. There is an I.C.C. ruling that any 
migrant athlete (one who transfers from a college ‘or university to an 
ICC school) must be enrolled in the new school for one ye^r before 
being allowed to participate in varsity competition. But we maintained 
that Kurek and Shuhet went as far as they could in the Canadian school 
and, have as much right to come to St. Joe and play ball after one se- 
mester as does any high school senior from the States. 

The point in question was put to a, vote and St. Joe, Butler, Ball 
State, Evansville, and Indiana State voted to allow them to play, while 
DePauw and Valpa’i’afso 'voted against the- measure. ; — 

The. ICC conference championship is still wide open and any of the 
seven schools can still take it. But it is becoming more and more ap- 
parent that our game with Butler in Indianapolis on Oct. 20 will be a 
big one for both schools. I hope you all realize this and ai‘e making plans 
to be there and back the Pumas all the way. Those 700 loud, cheering 
voices at Valpo meant a lot to the team and they will mean as much 
at Butler. The student council is going to obtain busses for the trip 
and a lot of students will drive. Don’t let the team down at this stage 
of the game; you’ve done a great job so far. 

We still may be able to Obtain tickets for the basketball game at 
Notre Dame on Dec. 4. Because the fieldhouse at N.D. is not large 
enough to contain the whole N.D. student body, they usually do not 
send tickets to tne opposing schools. However, Fr. Shea is in contact 
with the Irish athletic director and may be able to obtain a limited 
number of tickets.
